ribly explains tho reason that among all the 
news of tho oarthquako recoived Tuesday 
'light, thoro was no word from that city. 


CHAHLESTON, S. C., Sopt. 1.—The city is 


In ruins, mid tlio people, terror stricken, and 
destitute, are gathered in tho parks and open 
places, with despair stamped on overy face. 
About 10 p. m. Tuesday a shock of earth- 
quake occurred that destroyed a great num- 
ber of business houses and residences, and 
damaged many more to such an extent that 
they nood only a blow, apparently, to tum- 
blo ta wreck. Tho peoplo rushed wildly into 
tho streets and looked for places of refugo 
from tuo-falling walls, and many were caught 
iii tho wreck nnd killod and wounded. Tho 
first shock Instantly destroyed all communi- 
cation with tho outside world, and it was not 
until this morning that a lino of telegraphic 
communication was established. 
The shocks 


continued until daylight, growing weaker at 
euch repetition, and nearly all tho damage 
was done- by tho first wave. 


Every largo building In tho city is In ruins 


and tho number killed is variously estimated 
at from fifty to 100, but exact figures aro im- 
possible to obtain, nor will they bo obtainable 
Cor days, as many of tho unfortunates aro 
buried in tho ruins o£ their own bouses, and 
their fates will not bo known until thoir 
bodies aro recovered as tho debris is cleared 
away. 


To odd to tho horrors of tho night fires 


started in several places, but fortunately tho 
uro department was able to got tho flames 
under control before they could develop Into 
a general conflagration. Too two historic 
churches—St Michaels and St. Phillips—are 
in rums, and About twenty houses wore des- 
troyed by tho fire. Therens hardly an unin- 
jured house in tho city, tho loss boing roughly 
estimated at 85,000,000. An unknown num- 
ber ot persons are wounded, tut they aggre- 
gate, so It Is now stated,(several hundred. All 
tho telegraph, operators fled for their live* 
and left only tho general manager to look 
liter the establishing of communication. Ho 
byj great efforts succeeded about 0 a. m. 
Wednesday in gottingaHno to Richmond, Va. 
Tho whole population is panic stricken, espe- 
cially tho colored people, who ore almost 
frantic with torror. Tho streets aro blocked 
with tho debris of: fallen walls, telegraph 
wires and polos and every conceivable sort of 
wreckage. 


Another wave swept across the city at 8:20 


a, m., but did no damage, simply because 
thero was none to bo done. Tho wreck was 
complete. It lasted throe seconds, during 
which time tho earth quivered and peoplo who 
hod been In tho parks all night and ventured 
back to tho ruins to soo if they could save 
anything from tho wreck, rushed wildly forth 
with faces blanched with four and uttor 
despair.

Two Afore Shocks. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Sept 1.—5 r. M.—Two 


slight earthquakes woro felt hero to-day, since 
tho one which occurred this morning. They 
were but slight quakes, and neither of them 
did any further destruction. Not oven during 
G-on. Gilmoro'S'bombardtnent of tho city lias 
there been such a deplorable stato of allalrs 
here. Tho.tity is literally in ruins, and tlio 
people ore/living in open squares and public 
parks, Thoro is u great rush to tho railroad 
depots to got uway, but owing to tiio damage 
to tho railroads no trains have been able to bo 
dispatched from the city. Tho one telegraph 
wire of tho Southern Telegraph company is 
crowded with anxious private messages. It 
in impossible to depict tho ruin and desolation 
that prevails here. Not a single place of busi- 
ness lr. tho city- Is open save the drug stores, 
which aro busy preparing prescriptions for the 
wounded. It is impossible at this writing to 
glvo any correct 
estimate of tho killod 


and wounded, as bodies aro constantly being 
disinterred from tho dobrli of wrecked houses. 
Ono undertaker who was interviewed this 
afternoon stated that ho had furnished eight 
cofllns up to noon. Many of tho dead of the 
poorer classes of colored peoplo llo unburled, 
awaiting burial by tho county. 
There ore 


not half dozen tents In tho city, and women 
and children aro experiencing great priva- 
tions in consequence, and as uight approaches 
most of tho heads of families ore trying to 
construct tents out of bed sheets, spare awn- • 
ing and any other material that comes to 
their hands. Tbo sun Is about to set on an- 
other night of horror. for poor Charleston. 
Heaven only knows what it may bring forth, 
oven without further violent shocks, appre- 
hensions of which aro present in tbo minds ot 
most peoplo hero. 


A picture of Desolation. 


CHARLESTON, Sept. 1. — Evening. — Tho 


alarm and apprehension among the citizens 
continue unabated. 
Tbo impression has 


spread among the pooplo from some unknown 
cause that tho shock of lost night is likely to be 
repeated to-night and this adds to the prevail- 
ing anxiety. Tho streets present a sad pict- 
ure of desolation and ruin. The parks and 
open places are camping grounds oC thousands 
of poorly clad olid discouraged peoplo. There 
is a general desire among the more well-to-do 
classes to got away from tho city, and as soon 
as communication is established there will be 
on exodus. This will bo tho cose independ- 
ently of tho present feeling of panio, for even 
ifter this passes away thero will bo ma&j 
faniili-« who will remove temporarily while 
flic restoration ot tho city is being carried on. 
There are also many visitors who se« no 
rhnrnu in the place now and will hasten to 
thoir homes, north and south. 


A well known citizen thus describes liis o\- 


twricnco during tho shock last night: 


"Wo all made a rush for the street, but 


when we saw buildings swaying nnd walk 
toppling into tho streets to every direction a 
fouling ot despair seemed to soto upon every- 
body. 1 for one realized the useless™*; of nt- 
tumptuur escape, and I saw others stop and 
stand still as if giving themselves up to what- 
ever fat* had In stor» for them. 
The sicken- 


ing sensation caused by tho movement of the 
earth was hardly mo*u appalling than the 
terrible noiso which acuompanlodT th

piercing arias at frightened women and chil- 
dren itnd the frenzied shouts of men calling to 
one another and attempting to organize somo 
moans of rescue fonnea a siinjrular contrast to 
tin's subterranean thunder. The people stood 
despuring for a moment, and then a tumultu- 
ous rush was made for open spaces. 
I ran as

The tiling him :nado un indelible impression 
on my mind, ar.d even now I iook lor that 
ominous roar. The weeping of women and 
the hatirw! cries of tlio men ILS they ran hither 
mill thither among tho wrecks of walls anil 
telegraph wires aui never be "adequately do- 
6cribi:d." 


The largest crowd of fugitives collected ill 


Marion square in tho center of tho city. Tliroo 
shoclis followed one another nt short intervals 
and hardly hnil the panic caused by ono par- 
tially abated, wiion another tremor of the 
eaitli 
renewed tho alarm. So frightened 


were tho waiting crowd that thuy hardly ixir- 
colved that each shock way somewhnfc ligiik 
than its predecessor. It was only lute in tL 
rnoniijig chut tho prayerful and ilnspuirin 
throng, finding the earth OIICL' moiM solii 
gutlierud courage oiiougu to again seek tl:

run an engine over it. Many peoplo will sloof 
to-night on board the steamers and sailing 
vessels in the harbor, but only a small proper 
tion of tho homules.1 can bo thus accommo- 
dated. The rest will have to spend "another 
night under the stars, dreading another earth- 
quake. Complaints of hunger and tho dreut 
of starvation aro lioard on all sides as an ad- 
d>-ion to tho horrors of tho situation. 


Fortunately tlio weather has bean pleasant, 


and tho privations and hardships attendingout- 
doorerpofiuresnronotrevore. However, thesis 
uation is Incoming desperate, with a whole 
city camped out, in a terrible state of fear. It 
is now twenty-four hour? since tho first earth- 
quake shock visited this unfortunate city. 
Tho negroes have taken possession of all the 
paries and vacant lots and ore holding excited 
praj'er meetings. 


Situation At Mlilnljcht. 


CHAIUJISTOX, S. C., Sopt. -].—ll:4o p. v.— 


Repeated ahocks of earthquake of a mild char- 
acter are passing to tho west of tho city. A 
rumbling nolso can bo heard distinctly, but no 
disturbances are felt horo. Tho wholo popu- 
lation Is awoke, and tho colored folks are en- 
gaged in religious exorcises. 
Among tho 


white people it is thought that the crisis is 
over. 


It will bo understood how difficult it is to 


furnish figures relating to loss of life when it 
is known that oil thostrceteoro blockaded, and 
travel through tho debris is impossible, except 
with groat difficulty and apparent poril. At 
this moment anothor^rathor eovero shock has 
just passed over tho city, toppling over a 
number of houses.

ports of tho casualties aro beginning to come 
in. Tboso reported oo far aro OS follO'v^:

•itreote, nnd seriously injured her spine; Mrs. 
E. Galliott, colored, and her daughter, in- 
jured by being struck by a brick opposite the 
Pavilion hotel; Mrs. Ilobort Martin, severely 
hurt; M. J. Lynch, probably fatally hurt; 
two persons badly hurt by falling timbers at 
tho houso of Mra.
